Affirmative it Victorious in 
Well Fought Debate 

"JAZZES BASE" 

According to Freudian Psy- 
chologist* Dancing is 
Wrong 

Lflst night the Cercle Français held 
ILS second meeting for the session. 
The feature of the. evening was the 
debate on the question of the immora- 
lity of dancing. The affirmative which 
•was upheld by Bogar.tc of Arts '26 and 
Puddteombe of Uw '26 was declared 
by the judges to have triumphed over 
the negative a,* presented by Mous- 
eean of Law '27 and Helal of Law '26. 

Bogante opened the debate for the 
affirmative. In his attempt to prove 
that dancing was immoral he quoted 
from an archbishop, a cardinal, and .1. 
pope. He referred to the sorry state 
ci affairs in those p'aees, >'. here rianc. 
In? ! as become a maria. An Authority 
on which Bogante relied mucr w.vs the 
Frendian school of Modern psychology. 
His contention in short, was that dan- 
ces are entirely base in their practice, 
as is particularly proved by the frank- 
ness of such dances as are comprehend- 
ed by the term "jazz". He spoke re- 
pidly and with force, making every 
word tell. 

Helal attempted to refute Bogante's 
• rguments. More than this, he intro- 
duced several new points, such as, the 
elevating effect of the dance in general. 

Puddicombe spoke in the second 
place for the affirmative. He did not 
deal with any of Helal's points, but 
rather confined himself to some of the 
things brought forward by Bogante 
-Mid the announcement of the social - 
ogical fact that criminals are constant 
habitue's of the dance hall. Although 
he admitted the element of beauty in 
the interpretive dancing of Pavlowa. 
lie deplored the degrading depths to 
which the dance, 'as practised by the 
people, has been curried on this con-

He stressed especially the fact that 
dancing is condoned and even practised 
by those who set the moral standards 
,-for society, namely the teachers and 
directors of the university. 

Bogante replied to the arguments of 
Helal and Mousseau in his rebuttal for 
the anirinative. II,. showed how his 
original contentions hud remained un. 
shaken, and he stressed for a second 
time the importance <>! the chain of 
■iiguinents lor the immorality 0 f danc- 
ing based on the results of SigmunJ 
Fiend and the modern psychologists 
In their investigations regarding ■danc- 
ing and Its relation to sex. 

The judges went out and did not re- 
enter the chamber, in which the de- 
bate hud been held, for some time. 
When they came back, having finally 
concurred in a decision, Professor 
Messuc made the judges' address, .an- 
nouncing that the debating had been 
"ell done from the point of viow 
of the judges, who. however equal the 
speaking abilities of the debaters 
•nigh u, P nevertheless felt constrain- 
ed to present the palm to the affirma- 
tive, which had won «m debating points.

CONDENSED COMMENT. 



Some hundreds of Toronto University students were denied 
the right of exercising their franchise in the recent Ontario plebis- 
cite, for the simple but seemingly ridiculous reason that they had 
not been residents in the city for three months previous to Octo- 
ber 23. A somewhat similar case was experienced at McGill three 
'years ago, when the Dominion elections took place. Although a 
number of students voted at that time, it was not without some 
qualms of conscience that they took an oath, under pressure, to 
the effect that Montreal was lo all intents and purposes the place 
of their domicile. We join with "The Varsity" in regretting that a 
Canadian law may be so interpreted that that interpretation pre- 
vents students from exercising the lawful rights of citizenship . 



The opinion is being widely expressed that the space allotted 
to rooters at the Stadium is not sufficient to afford even a reason- 
able degree of comfort. The fault lies, in part at least, on the side 
of the rooters themselves . When the marching students break 
for the stands, as they did Saturday, the general public joins in the 
confused rush, and the result is that space capable of accommodat- 
ing one man comfortable is shared by two or three. There are 
three evident solutions to the problem. The rooters must march 
in orderly fashion directly to the stands, The public must not be 
.admitted' until the rooters are seated; or else the empty seating 
capacity in the reserved section must be allotted lo the rooters .

Safe Travel By Dirigibles Forosoen 
By Noted Hxplorer. 
"Within 10 or 15 yea I s travel by 
dirigible wMI be u H mto as travel by 
sea," Kiil,d Villi Jnluuir SteifanBiiou, 
noted Artilc explorer. In n Interview 
recently with the Michigan Dally. 
Mr. StefaiisHon based this content- 
ion largely upon the fact Hint the 
greatest opposition that bus boon 
raised agii.lnsl the giant air crafts 
had been raised from Tear of wind 
storms. 

"There is bsoliitely no additional 
st rail n ou tîio structure of a dirigible 
when caughl In a wind storm, tho 
only possible différence Is In the 
•speed of the ship," he sa.ld. "A 
steamer at sea 1 8 held back by the 
water when tiie win.d hits It and 
there Is a gretit strain on the struct- 
ure, but this is not the case with the 
air craft," he added. 

Stofansson was the first man to be- 
gin a systematic campaign for the es- 
tablishment of world air routes. He 
first suggested the idea in 1922, to 
-the Canadian government, by which 
he was employed at that time. He 
continued his suggestions until, see 
ing that Canada would do nothing 
•ho published .In the August. 192Ï 
number of the National Geographic 
magazine an article called "fW'ns- 
Artie Commerce by Air." His stig 
gesUons at thn.t time' were essential 
Iy the same as Ihose made n.t a 
biter date by Rear Admiral W. A. 
MoPfett. 

• "When asked about- the praotic 
iihfTtty of Arctic air routes, Mr. 
Stofansson said, "In crossing tho 
Atlantic you compete with steamers: 
In ci-oswlng the Arctic there Is no 
competition." Ho explained this 
Htintcineul by a striking oxamplb: — 

From London .to Toklo by way of 
New York, as ll Is now done, takes 
nt least three weeks, and thJs , with 
the best possible commotions. U 
would lake a dirigible, using tho 
Mil mo roule, 10 ,dnys. A dirigible 
following l In* .IrniiM-SUierlnn railroad 
could uinkti Hie trip In eJgli) days, 
hut, t here would be I he oninl-prnsonl 
danger of c.rosHlng the mounlnlns, 'A 
dirigible going inintih Ihroiigh tho 
Arctic would encniiuter no mountains,
